W hether or not this mnv be 
correct it is certain that they C on­ 
stitute charges uoffecting life insur­ 
ance companies doing business in the 1 
; state, which it is my duty in interest 
of policy holders to promptly, fully and ! 
thoroughly 
investigate.

article I 
30ftI of the revised statutes of 1895 the \ 
commissioner of insurance is given the 
power to summon ‘and examine any 1 
person in the state under oath relative 
to affairs and conditions of any insur­ 
ance company. You will therefore, con- | 
sider this letter due notice and sum­ 
mons to appear before me as commis­ 
sioner of insurance in Austin, Feb. 27, j 
1907, or at any earlier date that may 
better -suit your convenience of which 
you will advise me, for the purpose of I 
answering all questions that may be 
propounded touching the companies 
referred to in your said brief before 1 
mentioned."
